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CENTRAL BOARD OF EXCISE AND CUSTOMS 

New Delhi, the 7th August, 1981 

S.O. 63(KE).—In exercise of powers conferred by section 
157 of the Custoras Act. 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central 
Board of Excise and Customs hereby makes the following 
'regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title,—^These regulations may be culled the 
Imported Goods (Transhipment by Rail) Regulations, 1981. 

2. Application,—^These regulations shall apply to the tranv 
Shipment by rail of containerised imported goods. 

3. Conditions governing, transhipment.—No transhipment 
by rail shall be alloued undci these regulations unless the 
owners of the goods or the steamer agents or the Railways 
execute a bond in such form and with or without surety, 
as the proper officer may require binding themselves for an 
amount which shall be equal to — 

(a) the value of the goods, in the case of prodiicei 
goods; and 

(b) the market price of the goods in the case of co.n- 
sumer goods. 

4. Container to be sealed,—ti) The proper officer shall, 
before the containerised imported goods are transhipped by 
rail, seal the containers with appropriate seals in the presence 
of an accredited representative of the Railways, the steamer 
agents or the owner of the goods, as the case may he. 


(ii) The materials required for sealing of the contameis 
shall be provided by, and at the cost of ihe Railways. 

5. Terms of the bond to be executed.—The terms of the 
bond shall be that if the person executing the bond pro¬ 
vides to the proper officer, within fifteen days or within 
such extended period as such officer may rlJow, a certi- 
ticatc issued by the piopei officer at the customs station of 
clestinalion specified in the said bond that the goods have 
been produced at tha: station, .he bond shall stand dis¬ 
charged ; but otherwise an amount equal to the value or, 
a; the case may be, the market price of the goods in res¬ 
pect of which the said certificiite is not produced shall stand 
torfeited. 

6. General bond.—Notwithstanding anything in these re¬ 
gulations, the proper officer may permit the owners of the 
goods or the steamer agents or the Railways to enter into 
a general bond in such form and with such surety or se¬ 
curity oi both as the proper officer may deem fit in respect 
of the tran.shipment of goods effected by the Railways or 
on behalf of such owners of goods or the steamer agents. 

7. A fee of one rupee per bale or package carried in 
the container, ii respective of .size, value, weight or contents 
thereof subject to a minimum fee of ten rupee and a maxi¬ 
mum fee of three hundred rupees in respect of each appli¬ 
cation for transhipment by rail of containerised imported 
goods would be charged at all the customs stations. 

Explanation.—In this regulation one ton or a fraction 
'thereof of iron ore, oil, timber and other bulk commodi¬ 
ties, shall be reckoned as one package.
